has brought with it a great in- 
crease of activity in the air. 
The air ministry has annoynced 
the creation of an independent 
air force and it appears from 
the communique that the prime 
mission of this force is an at- 
tack on Germany. Its future 
development will be watched 
with great interest. 

We already know from the 
German communique that 
quite apart from the damage it 
has done to the Rhien, towns, 
it has compelled the enemy to 
bring back more and mare 
guns and more and more air- 
planes from the front in re- 
sponse to the persistent de- 
mands of the German popula- 
tion for protection. We are 
thus forcing upon the enemy 
the same measures which he 
has compelled us to adopt and 
have therefore obtained a Ges- 
nite military advantage from 
the actual damage done by the 
dropping of bombs. 

There has long been an agi- 
tation in certain circles both 
in England and in France for a 
great aud early development of 
the aerial attack on Germany 
which, in the eyes of its most 
enthusiastic supporters, will go 
far to decide the war. IT am 
very far from uyndefrating the 
importance of carrying the war 
into Germany by every possible 
means. 

PRUDENCE ADVISED. 

But bombing raids, however 
numerous and effective, will not 
convert defeat in the battie- 
field into victory and ff we al- 
low misplaced enthusiasm to 

ivert our aerial force from the 
attiefield in order to carry out 
distant enterprises into Ger- 
anv, we shall certainly suffer. 

Until we are absolutely and 
unquestionably supreme in all 
the various departments of 
aerial warfare, we cannot af- 
ford to divert aerial streneth 

om them in order to carry 
the aerial war into Germany. 
This does not m that we 
should ,negleét -distance 
hombing, but that it should be 
given its place in our air plans 
ak a whole. 

The time of our greatest air 
superiority was in 1916 at the 
hattle of the Somme. Germany 
had then concentrated most of 
their planes west of Verdun 
for the great battle thet was 
still racine there. She had te 
maintain a considerable § air 
force on the Russian front ao 
that we were able to bring Into 
battle a decided superiority in 
aircraft. Not only were ovr 
bombers superior. but our 
aerial tactics were far ahead of 
those of the enemy. 

QUICK TO LEARN. 

The Germans are, however, 
quick to learn. They devoted 
the winter of 1916-1917 not 
only to Increasing the number 
of airplanes on the British 
front. but to modeling their 
methods on ours and we have 
never since been to re.

‘SUNK BY HUNS. 


(Continued from First Tage)

He was watching the 
Canadian medical officer being 
roughly hauled en board and 
thrust along the deck. This was 
done so violently and with such 
plain intention to injure the Ca- 
nadian, Maj. T. Lyon of the Ca- 
nadian Army Medical Corps, 
that he actually had a small 
bone in his foot broken by the 
handling he received.

In reply to the 
captain's question, he motioned

PLAYS HAVOC, 


Thor’s Holiday Costs Over 
Quarter Million Dollars. 
Bolts Kindle Big Oil Tanks; 
“Damage Substations. 


Forest Fires, Stalled Gars and 
Darkness Features. 


The freakiest storm thet has vis- 
ited Southern California in -mcre 
than twenty years broke here early 
yesterday morfiing and did some- 
thing like $275,000 worth of dam- 
age before subsiding. 

This electrical monstrosity stands 
without an equal in the annals of 
the local Weather Bureau, both for 
violence and variety. It knocked

SPECTACULAR FIRE. 

Firemen assembled hurriedly in 
the darkness and began playing up- 
cn the flames great streams of 


foamide, a liquid preparation used 
by the oil companies in fighting 
flames. The tanks boiled over and 
the fire ran out over the ground, so 
it wag necessary for volunteers to 
throw up embankments to keep the 
flames from extending to other 
tanks. Streams cf seawater, pumped 
a quarter of & mile, were played up- 
on adjoining tanks to keep their 
temperature down and prevent other 
explosions. The sides of the two 
tanks wers melted down and warped 
so that they are a total ices, al- 
though valued at $25,000 each. 
About two feet of oll from each 
blazing tank was saved by pumping 
it out from the bottom. When the 
fires etarted there were fourteen 
feet of 4istillate in one tank and 
twenty-five feet of crude oil in the 
other. The tanks were 115 feet in 
diameter and thirty-five feet high. 
The cil fires were still burning late 
yesterday afternoon, although well 
under control.

The in- 
structor is to be A. H. Haynard of 
this city, a notable educator and lec- 
turer who was es ly recom- 
mended to Washington by Supt. 
Shiels and the Board of Education, 
in addition to Capt. Tingley. He has 
bee ndefinitely appointed by the War 
Department and is one of the first 
persons in the United States to give 
such instruction. One period each 
day per school will be devoted to 
the Haynard lectures during the in- 
terval of instruction, which is eight 
weeks, it was announced last eve- 
ning by the Board of Education. 
The young men who reported yes- 
terday were an exceptional lot. All 
wore badges from their draft boards. 
Those from Kern county wore badges 
reading: “Anawering the Call—Kern 
County.” At Polytechnic High School 
Lieut. J. Goldstein called. the 166 
men together and told them to re- 
port for supper at 6:30, and then 
announced a voluntary military drill.

DELAY SENTENCE 
IN DRAFT PLOT. 


Council for Howenstine and 
Mrs. Kennedy Gain Time. 


Reasons for New Trial to be 
Argued Tomorrow. 


Charge Against Leroy 


Federal Judge Bledsoe yesterday 
granted attorneys; for Mra. Iden 
Kennedy and Dr. Frank T. Howen- 
stine until 2 o'clock tomorrow after- 
noon to produce hnical reasons 
why a new trial should be granted. 

The two convicted draft conspira- 
tors were to have been sentenced at 
2 o'clock yesterday, follcwing thelr 
conviction last week by a jury of 
conspiracy under the Espionage Act 
by rendering draft eligibles tem- 
porarily unfit for service by means 
of defective eyeglasses. 

Attorney LeCompte Davis, repre- 
senting Mrs. Kennedy, asked for 
more time in which to review 3200 
pages of transcript bearing on the 
recent trial, but thb ccurt was at 
first unwilling to grant further 
time, adding that such a measure 
would be simply interfering with 
the regular process of law. 

Attorney Davis, assisted by Attor- 
ney Paul W. Schenck, representing 
Dr. Howenstine, then called the at- 
tention of the court to count No. 2, 
on which the defendants were con- 
victed, and on which, he said, there 
was insufficient evidence as to points 
of law involved. He held that there 
was no showing that either cf the de- 
fendants appeared to have com- 
mitted a conspiracy or to cause re- 
fusal of duty on the part of the mili- 
tary or naval forces of the United 
States as specified in that count, or 
after any person had been inducted 
into the service, 

Mrs. Kennedy and Dr. Howenstine 
showed the effects cf their confine- 


conviction, both appearing haggard 
and ill at ease in court. 

So far, their attorneys have not 
been able to raise the $50,000 neces- 
sary in each case to permit their 
release from jail pending the hear- 
ing of a motion for a new trial and 
the perfecting of an appeal. 

A further charge of conspiracy to 
violate the Espionage Act against 
Joseph Leroy, Jr., was ordered dis- 
missed by Judge Bledsoe yesterday 
on motion of Assistant United States 
Attorney Paimer. —

It is ours to present a 
united front to their aggressions; to stand 
as one for the cause of right. 

A nation divided against itself is a nation 
whose powers are atrophied. Rome fell to 
enemies within, not without. The virile 
nation is strong because its citizens are 
united. 

In this hour of our preparedness for vic- 
tory, the transportation lines form the back- 
bone of the nation. We have the men, we 
have the munitions—ours is the will o do. 
The question is to get these men and muni- 
tions over there.” Therefore, any blow at 
the transportation lines is a blow at the na- 
tion's life. 

At present, employees of the Pacific Elec- 
tric, as a result of the activities of officials 
of the Brotherhood of Raflway Trainmen, a 
steam line organization, are debating the 
question of a strike. Recognition «f the 
union, not the question o“ wages—for the 
Pacific Electric is voluntarily paying the 
scale recommended by the National Rail- 
road Wage Commission—is the issue in- 
volved. 

Passing over the question of the right of 
the men to organize at this or any other 
time for the purpose of collective bargain- 
ing, or its desirability, the fact remains that 
the National War Labor Board, of which ex- 
President William Howard Taft is chair- 
man, has said: 

“There should be no strikes or lock- 
outs during the war. 

“The workers in the exercise of the 
right to organize shall not use coercive 
measures to induce persons to join their 
organizations nor to induce employers’ 
to bargain or deal therewith. 

“In establishments where union and 
nonunion men and women work to- 
gether and the employer meets with 
only employees or representatives en- 
gaged in said establishments, the con- 
tinuance of such conditions shall not 
be deemed a grievance. 3 

“The maximum production of all war 
industries should be maintained and 
methods of work and operation on the 
part of the employers of workers, 
which operate to delay or limit produc- 
tion, and which have a tendency to ar- 
tificially increase the cost thereof, » 
should be discouraged.” 

Some would minimize the bearing of this 
statement on the Pacific Electric's labor 
question. ‘Yet at the harbor, 16,000 men are 
employed today in building ships for the 
Emergency Fleet Corporation. Many of 
them live in Los Angeles, perhaps the ma- 
jority of them; 2000 or more of them live 
in Long Beach. To tie up the Pacific Elec- 
tile would be to tie up work at the ship- 
yards. It would be playing into the hands 
of the Huns. 

In this time of national peril, time is the 
essence of our contract to lick the Kaiser. 
A strike or a lockout of Pacific Electric 
men may delay the consummation of this 
contract. We all must make our sacrifices; 
most of us have made them already, and 
will make more before this war is over. It 
ig a time for conciliation, for the forgetting 
of petty interests. The patriotic duty of the 
Pacific Electric's employees is clear. Will 
they do it? Will they help lick the Kaiser 
—or will they strafe“ Uncle Sam? 


A LEGISLATURE. 

Making war is a grim business. Force 
has no respect for the moral law: when it 
becomes the arbiter victory will go to the 
side that combines the highest valor with 
the greatest endurance; to the side where 
there is the least lost motion. War means 
waste; but the victor is the side that bal- 
ances the necessary waste on the battle 
front by stringent economy and increased 
production at home. If waste on the firing 
line engenders greater waste on the home 
front, the resistance of a people is soon 
broken. Russia passed along that way on 
the road to anarchy and dissolution two 
summers ago. This lesson must be driven 
home in the heart of every loyal citizen of 
California, if we are to do our share next 
year and the year after when the most 
rigid tests must be endured. 


California has been noted for its prodigal- 


ity. A fertile soil and magic climate have 
yielded such lavish production that economy 
has been held in as great contempt as par- 
simony, But the situation is changed. 
Thousands of our producers have been 
taken away for service in the army and 
navy, or in the shops and factories, and 
those who remain are called upon to pro- 
duce enough not only for ourselves but for 
three or four times our population in the 
Allied countries. Conservation has become 
imperative. We must give up idle moraliz- 
ing and get down to a war basis. When- 
ever we receive a visit from one who has 
spent a portion of the last two years on 
the western front we are told that we have 
not yet discovered that a war is in prog- 
ress. We are rebuked for reaping war 
profits and wasting them in lavish ex pendi- 
tures. has contributed its part 
in United States taxes, purchases of Lib- 
erty bonds and war stamps, and in contribu- 
tions to the Red Cross and kindred war ac- 


t tivities; but — has not paid enough 


attention to inating waste—THE MOST 
MONSTROUS WASTE IN AMERICA. 

California has had one war Legislature. 
The members were elected, it is true, before 
war Was declared; but they passed the big- 
gest budget in the history of the State two 
months after the war started. The waste 
in State government alone during the last 
two years hag been estimated at $20,000,000; 
and the total waste of State and local gov- 
ernment in California probably totais 
$60,000,000 for that period. 

Before California can do its best to 
hasten an early peace of victory, this awful 
waste must be eliminated. Candidates are 
now announcing themselves for the State 
Legislature, as well as for local offices. The 
Times regrets to report that most of those 
are wholly unfit for the offices to which they 
aspire. California has not had a good Legis- 
lature in twenty years. Our prosperity has 
been too great for us to really feel the bur- 
den which crooked and inéompetent repre- 
sentatives imposed upon us. But it is the 
consensus of those who have attended a 
number of legislative sessions that the 
average of the last Legislature was the low- 
est of them all. There were a few honest 
and intelligent members, and they were 
made conspicuous by always voting with the 
minority. The majority of the members of 
both Houses were there for what they could 
make out of it. They had sold their votes 
on palitical issues to the administration in 
return for machine indorsement.

Some of the 
soldiers instead of inviting a lady 
to dine, take her out for a walk and 
feed her a 5-cent package of double 
mint, and a pleasant and inexpen- 
sive time is had by all. 

However, it was the country kid- 
dies living in the vicinity of army 
or Y.M.C.A. canteens near the line 
or training camps who first became 
addicted to the loud and luscious 
habit. To chew anything and not 
to swallow it was something new in 
their lives. Therefore, they ate it. 
This threatened a shartage, the ca- 
pacity of the children for eating gum 
being greater than the combined 
Allied tonnage. They were given 
special instruction, and as a result 
no longer swallow it. They now 
chew gum on the American plan. 
Also, they have learned to conserve 
the same wad from day to day. In 
America people cherish their chew- 
ing gum as a dog does a bone. That 
is, after gnawing at it for a while, 
they take it away and hide it. Then 


when hungry they go and dig it up. 


French children have learned to do 
this. Almost by instinct they have 
found the best hiding places, such 
as window sills, bed posts and un- 
der chairs and tables..

It looked 
as though an entire family had 
pooled its gum. Later, I was told 
that a Rumanian Countess had been 
dining at that table. Plainly, the 
habit is becoming international. 
The children also have found 
statues in the parks convenient 
places to hang their gum when not 


Hercules had so many 
wads on him the other day that he 
appeared to be breaking out in a 
rash. Dianas handsome left ear 
was stopped up with a second-hand 
wad of Tutti-Frutti, while Spear- 
mint could be seen sticking in the 
wounded heel of Achilles. 


The musical French language is 
becoming smattered with American 
slang. Yea, bo, even the great 
American cuss words are to be heard 
on the lips of fair young things who 
know. not what they say. 

Imagine a French chambermaid or 
waitress swearing at you, or calling 
you a “big stiff” or a “fathead” while 
under the impression that she is the 
acme of politeness, and you can get 
a fair idea of the situation. 

Some of these things have been 
picked up by accident, while others 
have been taught to them with mal- 
ice aforethought.

And, mind you, she may be a 
very devout country girl who would 
not use an improper word in her own 
language. If she realized what she 
was saying she would just about die 
with mortification. 

There is one girl in the Toul sec- 
tor who brings fruits and vegetables 
to the marche every day, where 


they are purchased by the Sammies. 


I was told to ask her what she 
thought of the Americans. 

“Ah, the Ameericans have many 
guts,” she replied innocently. 

And the soldiers who had arranged 
this Uttle affair laughed loudly, in- 
stead of showing signs of remorse. 

On akother occasion in a cafe, in 
response to a gratuity, I was some- 
what jarred when the Waitress said, 
“Thank you, stew bum.” Some devil 
in human form had told her that 
stew bum is American for mister. 

Another may call you a crook or 
horse thief or remark,that you ap- 
pear to be cuckoo, of which 
sounds strangely ludicrous when 
spoken in the polite accents of one 
paying a compliment. 

These are only some of the more. 
refined expressions which thev use 
in the belief that they are actually 
learning the English language. On 
more than one occasion I have heard 
a perfectly proper young lady using 
language which positively would not 
be allowed to pass through the mail, 
while wholly ignorant of its mean- 
ing, and utterly oblivious to the sen- 
sation which it was causing.
